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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of species I corresponding to claims 1-25, 
34-37 and 41-63 in the reply filed on 1/21/05 is acknowledged. 

Claims 26-33 and 38-40 have been withdrawn from further consideration 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no 
allowable generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed 
on January 21, 2005. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-3, 7-25, 34-37, 42, 43, and 45-50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
as being anticipated by Hipp '819. 

Hipp discloses a well tool for generating reciprocating movements downhole, which 
includes a first and second members 18,10 each moveable between a respective first 
shown in Fig. 1 , and a respective further position shown in Fig. 2 in response to an 
applied fluid pressure (col. 4, line 51 -col. 5, line 49). The sealing assembly is met by 
the sealing arrangement between the tapered end 25 and the tapered seat 26 on the 
first and second members (col. 4, lines 17+), which prevents fluid flow therethrough in 
one position shown in fig. 1 , and allows fluid to flow in a further position shown in Fig. 2. 
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The generally hollow housing is met by housing 1, which defines an internal bore 5 and 
a fluid chamber 6 for allowing fluid flow between the first and second members. The 
mechanical load generated by the impact of the second members is anticipated by the 
abstract lines 18+, and col. Col. 4, line 60-col. 5, line 28. The flow restriction adjacent 
an end of the first member is met by passage 24 which is slidable and received in part 
of the internal bore as shown in Figs 1 and 2. The downhole hammer recited in the 
respective claims is met by hammer 3 which gnerates the mechanical impact (col. Lines 
25-28). The flow port defined in the wall of the first member is anticipated by Fig. 2, 
where a flow port is formed when the first member moves downward under increasing 
pumping pressure. The restraining shoulder or shoulders to abut and restrin the first 
member is clearly shown in Fig. 1 near reference numeral 23. The valve member 
adapted to receive member fails is anticipated by the valve seat 26 at the second 
member. The tubular shuttle valve is also anticipated by the plunger 18 which functions 
as a shuttle valve. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 4-6, 41 , 44 and 51-63 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Reaugh, De Cuir, and Askew all show hydraulic jarring 
apparatus.
